UN. BODY UPHOLDS 
ISRAELI SHIP RiGHT 


© New York Times News Service 

GENEVA, April 28 — The 
United Nations conference on 
law of the sea yesterday adopt- 
ed an article of law in effect 
upholding Israeli shipping 
rights in the ‘Strait of Tiran 
and Gulf of Aqaba. 

By a 62 to 1 vote the con- 
ference decided to allow inno- 
cent passage of foreign ships 
through straits connected with 
areas of the high seas or na- 
tional and international waters. 
The text made no specific ref- 
erence to the long-disputed 
Aqaba case. 

Saudi Arabia Representative’ 
Ahma Shukairy told the 86-na- 
tion conference that his nation 
would not recognize the article 
of law 

Shukairy said the article was 
“specially tailored to fit a spe- 
cial case” by the United States 
and Britain. The Arab states 
abstained from voting on the 
article. The single dissenting 
vote was Haiti's whose dele- 
gate said later he had cast it 
by mistake. 

The new article must be rati- 
fied by the individual nations. 

The Gulf of Aqaba includes 
the international water situat- 
ed beyond the territorial sea 
limits observed by Israel, Jor- 
dan. Suadi Arabia and the 
United Arab Republic 

Ships must traverse the 
Sirait of Tiran to sail from 
the Red sea to the Israeli port 
of Filat at the northern end 
of the gulf 
miles wide, lies within Arab | 
waters between the island of 
Tiran and the coast of the 
United Arab Republic 

Before the Suez crisis in 
1956 Israeli shipping was 
barred from the strait by Egyp- | 
ian troops and gun emplace- | 
ments on the Sharm el Sheik | 
peninsula. Israeli troops seized 
the peninsula. It is now held 
by United Nations troops.

Friction Problem. 


In the nose cgne research, 
the Air Force is trying out an 


advanced technique for pro- | 


tecting the nuclear warhead 
from re-entry heat. This heat 
is generated by

airless upper regions. 


Nose cones developed for the 
Atlas and Thor, intercontinen- 
tal and intermediate range bal- 
listic missiles, are made of cop- 
per and are blunt shaped. They 
cope with heat by absorption 
in the thick metal shield, and 
by creation of shock waves 
that rapidly slow the descent. 


The advanced approach tried 
last week uses the technique 
of “ablation,” a term meaning 
removal. An ablative nose cone 
is made of light materials, such 
as fiberglas, which burn and 
fall away as the missile re- 
enters the atmosphere. 


The Army uses an ablative 


nose cone on its Jupiter 
1.R.B.M. A scale model, fired 
on the nose of a three-stage 


Jupiter-C test vehicle, was re- 
covered and displayed on tele- 
vision by President Eisenhower 
last year. But a number ‘of 
technical difficulties remain. 

Advantages of Nose Cone. 

An ablative nose cone has 
several advantages. 

It makes its final penetration 
more sharply and swiftly. This 
increases the difficulty of anti- 
missile defense. It also makes 
for greater accuracy by mini- 
mizing the time the nose cone 
will be subjected tc atmos- 
pheric winds 

It is much lighter than a cop- 
per “heat sink” nose cone. A 
particular missile could, there- 
fore, carry a heavier warhead 
the same distance, or the same 
warhead a greater distance.

Alperin is co-chairman of a 
three-day astronautics sympo- 
sium, jointly conducted by OSR 
and the Institute of the Aero- 
nautical Sciences, attended by 
800 military and civilian space 
scientists. 

Russians Didn’t Learn Enough 
From Laika. 
MOSCOW, April 28 ‘AP)— 
Russia's space dog Laika failed 
to do a complete job and so 
Soviet scientists will shoot 
more animals into space and 
bring them back dead or alive, 

Pravda said yesterday. 

Laika, in the week she lived 
in Russia’s Sputnik II, did not 
provide enough information 
and gave no definite clues on 
the effects of cosmic radiation, 
the Communist party organ 
said.

The injunction barring Ar- 
kansas Gov. Orval E. Faubus’s 
use of National Guard troops 
to keep Negro children from a 
Little Rock school was upheld 
by an appellate ruling in St. 
Louis today. 

The United States District 
Court of Appeals held in its 
opinion that the State of Ar- 
kansas could not lawfully use 
its forces to suppress “rights 
which it is the duty of the state 
to defend.” 

The court also rejected ac- 
tions appealed by Mrs. Clyde 
Thomason and Mrs. Margaret 


Jackson, members of the pro- | 


segregation League of Central 
High School Mothers. Gov. 
Faubus used the 


Negro children out of the 


school when the start of inte- | 


gration was marked by viol- 


ence. 


Can't Suppress Rights. 

In suppressing disorders de- 
priving citizens of their lawful 
rights, the state cannot, 
court said, “use its forces in 
carrying out the unlawful pur- 
poses of those who create the 
disorders, or by suppressing 
rights which it is the duty of 
the state to defend.” 


The court added: “The use 
of..troops or police for such 
purposes would breed _ vio- 


lence. and there could be but 
one final result, the complete 
breakdown of government.” 


Such use of troops, the 
court continued. “would con- 
stitute ‘an assurance to those 


who resort to violence to ob- 
tain their ends that, if they 
gathered in sufficient num- 
bers to constitute a menace to 
life. the forces of law would 
not only not oppose. them, but 
would actually assist them in 
accomplishing their objective.” 

The appellate court's de- 
cision in all three cases upheld 
the earlier rulings of United 
States District Judge Ronald 
Davies, denounced by Gov 
Faubus in public speeches as 
“an imported judge.” Judge 
Davies, temporarily filling a 
vacancy on the bench at Little 
Rock. has since returned to 
Fargo, N.D 

The temporary’ injunction 
issued last fall by Judge Dav- 
ies forbade use of the Arkan- 
sas National Guard to prevent 
eligible Negro children from 
attending the high school, or 
otherwise obstructing or inter- 
fering with the constitutional 
rights of the children to attend 
school 

Called to Keep Peace 

In appealing, attorneys for 
Gov. Faubus asserted he had 
called out state troops to pre 
serve the public peace. They 
contended that any attempt by 
federal authorities to question 
the discretion and judgment of 
the chief executive of a sover- 
eign state. when he acts in the 
performance of his duties un- 
der the state constitution and 
laws. is unconstitutional and 
void 

The appellate 
opinion said the 
order expressly gives Gov. 
Faubus the right to use the 
National Guard for preserva- 
tion of law and order, but di- 
rects that he shall not inter- 
fere with the constitutional 
rights of the Negro students in 
using the guard for preserva- 
tion of law and order

The appelate court said: “A 
rule which would permit an 
official whose duty it was to 
enforce the law to disregard 
the very law which it was his 
duty to enforce, in order to 
pacify a mob or suppress an 


insurrection, would deprive all 
citizens of any security in the 
enjoyment of their life, liberty 
and property.

Mrs. Thomason’'s action orig- 
inated in a state court wheré 
she obtained an injunction to 
prevent school authorities from 
enrolling the Negro students 
Judge Davies issued an injunc- 
tion against her action, and 


she appealed to the higher

The appellate court In its 
decision upholding Judge 


Davies said a state court can- 
not interfere’ with a federal 
court's order that integration 
shall proceed 

Mrs. Jackson's suit sought to

weapons if they are harmful 
to future generations. Radio- 
active elements from past 
tests still hover above the 
earth only to fall one day in 
the future, he said. He urged 
the United States and Britain 
to follow Russia’s announced 
bar on nuclear testing. 

In another world-wide ap- 
peal against nuclear weapons, | 
the 1952 Nobel peace prize 
winner accused the great 
powers, the international press 
and the guardians of interna- 
tional law of belittling the 
dangers of radioactivity. 

First of Three Statements. 

Schweitzer’s appeal was 
made in the first of three 
statements being distributed by 
the Nobel, Institute in Oslo, 
Norway, to the United States 
and 79 other countries on both 
sides of the Iron Curtain. The 
statement was distributed in 
the United States by the Al- 
bert Schweitzer Fellowship in 
New York. The secord and 
third statements will be made 
public tomorrow and Wednes- 
day. He made a similar appeal 
last April. 

Asserting that nuclear bomb 
tests have nothing to do with 
disarmament, he urged the 
world’s powers to stop testing 
first, then sit down and talk. 
The theologian, physician and 
writer declared: 

“There is no time to lose. 
New tests must not be allowed 
to increase the already exist- 
ing danger. It is important to 
realize that even without new 
tests the danger will increase 
during the coming years: A 
large part of the radioactive 
elements flung up in the at- 
mosphere and stratosphere at 
the nuclear experiments is 
still there. It will come down 
only after several years— 
probably about 15.” 

On Clean Bomb. 

As for the United States 
clean bomb project, he said: 

“The ‘clean’ hydrogen bomb 
is intended, I believe, for dis- 
play case purposes primarily 

- and not for use. The inten- 
tion seems to be to convince 
people that new nuclear tests 
will be followed by less and 
less radiation and that there is 
no real argument for the dis- 
continuation of the tests.” 

Schweitzer said the etfects 
of radiation may not show in 
the first or second generation 
but will in the following ones. 

‘Generation after generation 
for centuries to come will! wit- 
ness the birth of an ever in- 
creasing number of children 
with mental and physical de- 
fects,” he said. “We must not 
assume the responsibility of 
the future birth of thousands 
of children with the most se- 
rious mental and physical de- 
fects. 

“It is the particular duty of 
women to prevent this sin 
against the future. It is for 
them to raise their voices 
against it in such a way that 
they will be heard.” 

Cites Case of Japan. 

The guardians of interna- 
tional law, he said, should con- 
sider the case of Japan. Radio- 
activity from both United 
States and Soviet tests has 
brought heavy suffering to that 
country, and the international 
press reports it only in short 
items, he charged. 

“Unfortunately, there have 
been few responsible editorials 
drawing our attention to the 
stories behind the news—the 
misery of human beings who 
are now in jeopardy. In that 
way, we and the press are 
guilty of a lack of compassion. 
Even guiltier, however, is in- 
ternational law. which has kept 
silent and indifferent on this 
question, year after year 

“If anything is left of inter- 
national law in our civilization, 
then the nations responsible 
for nuclear tests must renounce 
them immediately, without 
making this dependent on 
agreements with respect to the 
larger questions of general dis- 
armament. Nuclear tests have 
nothing to do with disarma- 
ment. The nations in question 
will continue to have those 
weapons which they now have. 

“That the Soviet Union has 
announced its willingness to’ 
stop its tests is of great im- 
portance. The world now looks 
to the United States and Brit- 
ain for the kind of moral | 
initiative and action that go 
along with great leadership.”

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CHARITIES CAN BE 
SUED, COURT RULED 


TRENTON, N.J., April 28 
(AP) — The New Jersey Sup- 
reme Court today upset a cen- 
turies-old doctrine and ruled 
charities can be sued. 

The state’s highest court 
voted 5 to 2 in three decisions 
involving the doctrine. 


Justice Nathan L. Jacobs 
said in the majority opinions 
that when a legal principle no 
longer services justice, it 
should be discarded. The doc- 
trine which protected charities 
from suit, Jacobs said, created 
harsh injustices. 

Two justices dissented, say- 
ing the court could not over- 
turn the precedent. One said 
only the Legislature could 
do it. 

In the last two years, several 
cases have been heard by the 
court in which people asked 
for reversal of the old doc- 
trine, but until today, the court 
stood by centuries of prece- 
dents. In the past year the 
court has had two new jus- 
tices named to it, and a new 
chief justice, Joseph Wein- 
traub, presides over it. 

The immunity doctrine was 
wiped out in decisions involv- 
ing the Newark Eye and Ear 
Infirmary, St. Luke's Catholic 
Church of Hohokus and the 
Westfield Y.M.C.A. 

The major decision by Ja- 
cobs came in a suit filed by 
William S. Collopy of Nutley, 
against the eye and ear in- 
firmary. ~Collopy contended 
that he fell out of bed while 
his eyes were damaged after 
an operation at the infirmary. 
He filed a negligence suit for 
$100,000. 

Collopy’s suit was dismissed 
originally on grounds that the 
infirmary could not be sued be- 
cause it was a non-profit char- 
ity 

Jacobs said the history of the 
charitable immunity doctrine 
stemmed from a mistaken de- 
cision in England in 1839 and 
was introduced in the United 
States in a Massachusetts de- 
cision in 1876. 

“Due care is to be expected 
of all, and when an organiza- 


ation’s negligent conduct in- 


jures another there should, in 
all justice and equity,

Than a Penny-Stretcher

WHEN THE BUDGET is really low and you are es- 
pecially economy-minded, what is the first thing you 
think .of for the main dish of the meal? Ground beef, 
of course. It’s the homemaker’s tried-and-true friend 
in time of stress. And it’s a friend’ that never lets her 
down. Now this is all very fine, but actually ground 
beef deserves a little more recognition. Why should 
it always be cast in the role of humble penny-stretcher, 
when it can ‘‘go glamorous”’ if it is only given the 
chance? 

In the pages of this section you will find many 
ideas for using ground beef, some of them variations 
of the meat-ball or meat-loaf theme which has helped 
every thrifty housewife over many a rough spot. But 
in this story let’s see how ground beef can go to a party. 

Smorgasbord, antipasto, hors d’oeuvres, canapes— 
call them what you will in any language, appetizers 
are devoured happily in countless variations by gourmets 
throughout the world. And universally, their popu- 
larity depends on flavor rather than upon exotic in- 
gredients. Even inexpensive ground beef can create ap- 
petizers that will please the most particular palate. 

The savory meat ball is an international favorite. 
Gourmets may argue the respective merits of cream- 
soaked or milk-soaked bread crumbs, potato versus carrot 
filler, but while they are arguing, the meat balls will 
be gone. Served aflame with brandy in a chafing dish, 
with a pipkin filled with chili sauce dip alongside, they 
will be the center of attention on the buffet table. 

Savory Meat Balls. ’ 

One teaspoon monosodium glutamate. 

One teaspoon salt, 

One-eighth teaspoon pépper. 

One pound ground beef. 

One egg. 

One-half cup dry bread crumbs. 

* QOne-fourth cup grated Parmesan cheese. 

One tablespoon chopped onion. 

One-fourth teaspoon oregano or basil. 

One-sixteenth teaspoon each nutmeg and dry mustard. 

Two tablespoons butter or margarine. 

One-fourth eup chili sauce. 

Sprinkle monosodium glutamate, salt and pepper 
on ground beef in mixing bowl. Add remaining ingredi- 
ents except butter and chili sauce. Mix thoroughly. 

Moisten hands with water and shape meat mixture 
into small balls, about one inch in diameter. Heat but- 
ter in a skillet; add a few meat balls at a time and cook 
until they are lightly browned on all sides, moving pan 
constantly. Replace all meat balls and heat. 

If desired, flame with brandy. 

Remove meat balls to platter or chafing dish. Add 
chili sauce to skillet and heat, scraping in any bits of 
meat remaining in pan. Serve as a dip for the meat 
balls. 

Yield: Pp samme: ad three dozen meat balls. 


Steak Tartare is a sophisticated favorite, and has 
been since the Middle Ages. Easy to prepare, it needs 
only a good cut of very lean meat (sirloin or beef round), 
seasoning and an egg. The ground beef is tossed, then 
shaped into an oval, cross-hatched like a pineapple and 
surrounded by tomato wedges, chopped onion and 
capers. Guests paddle the meat onto slices of dark 
bread. Or the beef mixture can be shaped into 
and then rolled in chopped parsley and walnuts.

State police said — they 
planned to question sex degen- 
erates and ex-convicts in the 
Galena area, in the northwest 
part of the state, as well as in 
the area near Maria’s home at 
Sycamore. She was abducted 
from near her home last Dec.

Her body was found in a 
wooded area near Woodbine. 
about 75 miles northwest of 
Sycamore, by Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank Sitar of Hopkins, Minn., 
who were hunting mushrooms. 

The FBI, which entered the 
case 24 hours after Maria’s 
disappearance, and authori- 
ties in Sycamore and DeKalb 
county identified the body. 
Maria’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Michael Ridulph, also identi- 
fied a lock of hair and a piece 
of clothing as their daughter's, 
the youngest of their four 
children. Ridulph, 43, is a 
factory worker.

Why No Pathfinders? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The blame for the death of the 
five paratroopers and the in- 
juries suffered by 137 others re- 
cently at Fort Campbell can be 
put on that little game the armed 
forces are now engaged in. It is 
called inter-service rivalry. 

In the United States the Air 
Force's combat control team has 
the responsibility of guiding the 
aircraft used in dropping troops 
over the drop zone. Even after 
repeated mistakes, they will not 
let anyone even make suggestions 
on how they should do this. Now 
when the operations were held 
overseas, the Army and the Air 
Force worked together and the 
responsibility of controlling the 
DZ was placed in the hands of a 
trained Army pathfinder team. 

The mission of the pathfinder 
team is to jump one-half hour 
ahead of the main body of troops 
and from. their own wind drift 
figure out where to place the fol- 
lowing aircraft. 

The United States Army main- 
tains a fine pathfinder school at 
Fort Benning. The Marine path- 
finders that you portrayed in 
your PICTURES section a couple 
of weeks ago were tfained at the 
Army’s pathfinder school. 

I was a member of the 508th 
ARCT pathfinder team in Japan 
from July 1955 to July 1956, and 
we never had anything like what 
happened at Fort Campbell. The 
pathfinder team directed the 
jumping of over 20,000 jumps in 
Japan and had only one death 
which was not due to a misjudg- 
ment in wind direction. 

I have jumped in winds up to 
22 m:p.h. safely and have helped 
direct the jumping of other troops 
in winds almost that high without 
any mishaps. 

The Army and the Air Force 
co-operate with each other very 
well overseas, but the minute they 
hit the States, each crawls right 
back into his hole. 

The Air Force's answer to this 
argument is they don’t want any 
infantryman telling them how to 
fly their aircraft. 

Te the few of us who are expe- 
rienbed pathfinders you cannot 
tell.us that negligence did not 
figure in the operation of that 
maneuver at Fort Campbell.

Mr;-Truman May Be Right 
In regard to your editorial en- 
titled “Advice From Mr. Tru- 
man,” I must admit your crit- 
— of Mr. Truman's economics 
ana. your own consequent eco- 
nomie logic has me confused. 

Mr. Truman urges a five-billion- 
doliar tax cut for low and middle 
incomes coupled with a closing of 
tax-law loopholes (‘such as the oil- 
depletion allowance) designed to 
raisé an equal amount of new 
revertue without the need of def- 
icit financing. 

In criticizing these proposals, 
you state that “cutting taxes with- 
outJosing revenue; cutting taxes 
on the many and increasing them 
on .the few—that’s a politican’s 
dream, but it may not be good 
economics.” 

While I concede that this is 
definitely a politician's dream, it 
may just as well be very sound 
economically. 

The amount of money that will 
flow into circulation as a result 
of Mr. Truman's proposals will 
depend largely on the facts. If 
the money now is being spent by 
the individuals or the industry it- 
self, then to take it from them in 
the form of eliminating tax allow- 
ances would be merely transfer- 
ring expenditures from the pri- 
vate to the public arena. 

Suppose, however, the income 
realized from these allowances is 
not being put back into circula- 
tion. Then Mr. Truman's pro- 
posal to eliminate the allowance 
would have the effect of increas- 
ing the amount of money in cir- 
culation by transferring idle sav- 
ings into public expenditures 
without deficit financing. 

Yeu admit basic tax reform 
like changes in the oil-depletion 
allowance are needed, but you 
continue to say they are needed 
for equity and fairness in the long 
run. I agree 100 per cent with 
you. But certainly further tol- 
eration of this condition of un- 
fairness and equity seems to me 
to be grossly unfair.

If Position Were Reversed 


After Three Warnings 


With the congressional session half, over, 
there has been no favorable committee action 
in either Senate or House on legislation to 
provide an assuredly legal means of carrying 
on the responsibilities of the President in the 
event that the occupant of the White House 
were to be struck by long and crippling 
illness. 

Already in the Eisenhower Administration 
the country has had three warnings. For- 
tunately in each instance the President has 
recovered his health after intervals of inac- 
tivity that were not too long. But each time 
the American people have had anxious days. 
Earlier warnings were the long periods of 
disability of Presidents Garfield and Wilson. 

Yet Chairman Celler of the House Judi- 
ciary Committee says “prospects look dim” 
for any House action this year on disability 
legislation. He says he hopes something can 
be worked out, but doubts that the committee 
is very desirous of acting. > 

> aa « 


Turn back the calendar only.a few short 
weeks and disability legislation appeared to 
be one of the most pressing of matters on 
the Washington agenda. Many members of 
Congress were speaking about it. So much 
was it on the mind of President Eisenhower 
that he disclosed that he and Vice President 
Nixon had an “understanding” as to how to 
proceed if such an emergency arose. 


What is needed—what has been needed all 
along and all that is needed—is a simple, 
uncomplicated means of enabling the Presi- 
dent to turn over temporarily to the Vice 
President the presidential authority to sign 
bills, make certain appointments and other- 
wise conduct the office of Chief Executive. 
Then, when the President recovers his health 
and is able to resume his responsibilities, the 
authority would go back to him. The offices 
of President and Vice President would be as 
they were before the period of emergency. 


While there has been a difference of opin- 
ion as to how the disability of the President 
should be determined and announced, the 
main difficulty has been over the form of at- 
tack on the problem. Should it be a simple 
act of Congress, passed at this session, signed 
by the President and effective within a few 
months? Or should it be a constitutional 
amendment, submitted by Congress to the 
states and circulated next year and the year 
after that to the 48 legislatures for ratifica- 
tion? ‘ 

> . + 

The readiest solution to that controversy is 
to pass both the law and the constitutional 
resolution between now and adjournment. 
Then the simple act would be in force if an 
emergency developed before the constitution- 
al amendment took effect. Later the ratifica- 
tion of the amendment would satisfy those 
who believe that the Constitution needs to be 
changed. 

The Post-Dispatch believes Congress can 
meet the problem by a law. However we 
think it is more important to be ready for a 
potentially serious development than to hold 
to one form or other in moving to meet it. 


It is time for the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion to draw up its list of priority measures 
for Congress. Such a list can have meaning 
and value now. Two or three months from 
now will be much too late. High on the list, 
in our opinion, ought to be legislation to cope 
with presidential disability. 


Cold and Cheap 


Faced with the charge that some of its 
members have been hitting below the belt in 
competing for passengers with “economy” 
sandwiches elaborate enough to make even 
Dagwood’s mouth water, the International Air 
Transport Association convened a special com- 
mission in London to master the emergency. 


Ordinarily the IATA probably would dis- 
claim authority in matters culinary or etymo- 
logical—especially when a case might be ar- 
gued with conflicting citations from diction- 
ary, cook book and bill of fare. But to keep 
peace in the family, its commission took only 
two days to hold that a sandwich must be 
made largely of bread. Open or closed, it 
must be cold and unadorned. It also must be 
cheap. Perhaps this is to be taken relatively, 
chiefly intended to exclude, say, a whole plate 
of cold cuts or bread embellished with such 
comestibles as caviar, smoked salmon, oy- 
sters, lobster, game, asparagus and goose liver. 

Since definitions are made for the French 
only by the Academy— and reluctantly—will 
pate-minded Air France bow cheerfully? Cer- 
tainly it is a cinch that American restaura- 
teurs will not be entranced by this new vision 
of sandwiches in the Sky. It is possible—but 
not easy—to order a simple, cold, cheap sand- 
wich in a U.S. cafe. But the items under this 
heading on most menus are likely to be con- 
coctions of three, four or more ingredients, 
covered with molten cheese, and garnished 
with olives, parsley — always parsley — and 
what not all else. They are likely to be hot 
enough to blister the tongue, and priced just 
a little under a club steak. 

Be that as it may, the IATA issued its ukase 
at a time favorable for compliance. Just ahead 
is the season in which nothing is quite so 
tasty as a cold bottle of beer and a ham on 
rye—with mustard and no lettuce. 


Domestic Aid as Well 


President Eisenhower's $3,939,000,000 for- 
eign aid bill has emerged from the House 
Foreign Affairs Gommittee, reduced by only 
$339,000,000. About half of the cut is in 
military aid, a reduction which threatens no 
serious damage to the United States or its al- 
lies. Another $100,000,000 was lopped off 
when the President’s contingency fund was 
cut in half. This could be inconvenient if Mr. 
Eisenhower were to receive new emergency 
requests such as those from Poland and India. 
But Congress can meet such contingencies. 

If the 18-5 committee vote in favor of the 
measure is an indication of House sentiment, 
there should be little danger of deeper cuts 
when the measure is brought up on the. floor. 
In fact, the greater threat always has been in 
the Senate where there has been much talk 
of lopping a billion or two.

When Speed Is Needed

Senator Albert Gore’s neglected bill for a 
Public Works Administration, described* by 
George H. Hall in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, 
might offer such a mechanism. The bill was 
introduced in February, but has been shoved 
aside by the Democratic leadership in favor 
of the Fulbright bill authorizing federal loans 
to local governments for public works. The 
latter bears all the earmarks of a truly slow- 
moving program. The loans would not be 
extraordinarily attractive to some municipal- 
ities and negotiating them would consume 
precious time. 


The Gore bill, instead of loans, would au- 
thorize 90 per cent grants to localities for 
projects which “maximize individual employ- 
ment.” It lists such projects as schools and 
other public buildings, repairs of streets and 
sidewalks, development of parks, health cen- 
ters, hospitals, airports and highways. 

Many municipalities have such projects on 
the planning board all the time, and a 90 per 
cent federal grant would provide a powerful 
stimulus for putting them swiftly into execu- 
tion. For example, the riverfront. memorial 
here in St. Louis would make an ideal project 
of the type. So would school buildings in 
all parts of the country. So would hospitals 
and health centers so badly needed by many 
communities. 


Projects of this sort would be of relatively 
short duration—a school can be built and in 
use in less than a year—so that if they could 
be activated in a hurry they would represent 
ideal counter- recessionary measures. The 
Gore bill provides for a Public Works Admin- 
istration, which might be authorized to de- 
velop a ready-to-go shelf of such projects in 
all parts of the country for use when the 
national economy required. 


The Gore bill is apparently regarded as 
more “radical” than the Fulbright bill, and 
so has been set aside in favor of the latter. 
But the difference is not really ideological. 
Since public works in a hurry are badly 
needed at times like this, it just makes sense 
to set up practical machinery for meeting 
the need. 


Not Divided in Two 

The Missouri Public Service Commission's 
grant of a 25-cent basic fare and sharp cuts 
in service to St. Louis County Transit Co. is 
both unfortunate and unavoidable. It is un- 
fortunate because some communities, such as 
Overland, will be left entirely without bus 
service on some days. It is inevitable be- 
cause County Transit is an orphan in the 
transit storm and has been losing money. 


County Transit has, of course, suffered 
from the general decline in transit riding, 
especially since it has been left the outlying 
and least profitable metropolitan routes. In 
1950 the commission took some of these 
routes from St. Louis Public Service Co., 
which did not want them, and gave them to 
the smaller firm. That hardly made sense, 
as two commissioners noted. 


The dissenting commissioners spoke out 
eight years ago against treating the St. Louis 
transit problem as two problems instead of 
one. Their warning will no doubt become 
majority opinion when this area considers 
the Citizens Metropolitan Transit Committee's 
exhaustive report next fall. 


Eisenhower Backs Up McElroy 


President Eisenhower made it absolutely 
clear in his message backing up Secretary of 
Defense Neil McElroy that there is to be no 
retreat on the Pentagon modernization pro- 
gram. 

His personal message to Secretary McElroy 
left no doubt that he would give him the 
strongest possible support. It was exactly 
what Mr. McElroy needed. During the past 
week he has been under determined attack 
as he testified before the House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee. The veteran and able chair- 
man of the committee, Carl Vinson, had made 
a relentless assault on the program, and 
there were reports that McElroy was begin- 
ning to think of compromise. 

The support that McElroy has now received 
from the President shows that Mr. Eisen- 
hower meant business when, on April 9, he 
told his news conference: “I don’t care how 
strong they (the opponents) are.” Very plain- 
ly the President is determined to go all out for 
his program despite all that the vested inter- 
ests can do in the way of delay and subter- 
fuge.

German Federal Republic “must be 
equipped with the most modern 
weapons.” 

History has many strange things 
to tell of the relations between 
former enemies after wars that had 
seemed vital at the time they were 
fought. Perhaps there has been 
none as strange as the passivity with 
which this decision by Bonn has 


* been accepted by Germany's ex-ene- 


mies in the West. 


It was the April meeting of NATO 
defense ministers which, Dr. Ade- 
nauer told the Bundestag, had 
forced his hand and obliged him to 
insist on an immediate vote. Since 
the Soviet Union possessed rockets 
and nuclear weapons, NATO would 
become “meaningless and pointless” 
if one of its important members were 
without weapons “of the same 
strength as those of the potential 
epponent.” 


Indeed, he went on, Bonn prac- 
tically had to decide whether to stay 
in NATO or not; for if it rejected 
the requirements of NATO's plan- 


ning, it would have to leave the alli- 
ance. 

Dr. Adenauer when he spoke in 
that way was bringing a familiar 
form of persuasion to bear on his 
Parliament; he was also preserving 
the formal position that nuclear re- 
armament has not been an aim of 
policy of the West German Govern- 
ment, but is a burden thrust upon it 
by its friends and accepted from 
loyalty. 

The “strategic planners” of NATO 
are no more able to dictate require- 

ents to Bonn than the ministers 
are. They can, and should, state 
their views about what is militarily 
desirable. 

But the military planners cannot 
set aside the political objections; 
only the political leaders can do 
that. If they have—and it is un- 
likely that Dr. Adenauer would have 
committed himself without making 
reasonably sure of the acquiescence 
of Washington, London and Paris, 
at least—then the responsibility does 
not fall on the soldiers. It falls on 
the Western governments, in whom 
the habit has grown of accepting— 
so long as no expense to themselves 
is involved—an automatic priority 
for military considerations over po- 
litical ideas. Their indispensable 
concern for security need not cause 
them to distribute nuclear weapons 
indiscriminately. 

In the particular case of Germany 
the military advantage of putting the 
new weapons in German hands looks 
minor, while the political arguments 
against it appear decisive. What ap- 
pears to be proposed at this stage 
is that the “means of delivery” of 
nuclear warheads should be sup- 
plied to the West German armed 
forces, while the warheads them- 
selves are kept under the Supreme 
Commander's control. 

Is this iniperative to Western se- 
curity? There are already two 
atomic powers (the United States 
and Britain) among the states that 
keep armies in West Germany. Ob- 
viously NATO’s nuclear fire-power 


there could be reinforced with addi- 
tional American (and even, if neces- 
sary, British) nuclear units. It might 
not be convenient, but it would be 
perfectly possible, and it would have 
the advantage that one day, when 
they were no longer needed, they 
could be taken away again. Thus 
the Western powers would remain 
able to negotiate for a pacific solu- 
tion of the German question if and 
when the opportunity offered. 


The two hostile German states 
stand taday under the protection of 
the two hostile world powers. So 
the peace is precariously kept, but 
the two sides in Germany grow ever 
more bitter against each other, and 
any armed conflict between Germans 
would be likely to lead to world war. 


Suppose that Moscow and Wash- 
ington one day grow tired of their 
permanent wrestlers’ lock in Ger- 
many and wish to detach them- 
selves? Once the two German states, 
or one of them, has nuclear arma- 
ments the world powers will not be 
able to leave; nor will they be able 
with safety to stay. 


This nightmare {is vivid in the 
minds of many people in Central 
Europe. Evidently it moved the 
Polish Government to produce, and 
to persuade the Russians to approve, 
Mr. Rapacki’s plan for a zone free 
of nuclear weapons. The plan is not, 
by itself, acceptable to the West. But 
it faces Western policy with its real 
problem, which at this stage is not 
to choose this or that plan as prac- 
ticable, but to decide in which di- 
rection it would wish to go. 


_Is it the Western purpose to make 
disengagement impossible? Many 
people do think it an excessive risk, 
in amy circumstances, holding the 
German nation to be so deeply un- 
trustworthy that a unified and evac- 
uated Germany would be unsafe. 
But the bizarre thing is that this 
should have led them to think it 
mere common prudence to arm the 
Germans, whom they distrust, with 
the weapons of mass destruction. 


Basic Courses Neglected From the Missouri Ruralist 


Are we teaching our children in 
school the things they really need 
to know? I’ve been concerned in 
recent years over the emphasis on 
“fringe” studies, including band and 
basketball, in our high schools. Most 
high school activities are fine, if 
there’s time for them. But it seems 
to me that basic courses sometimes 
are neglected. 

Now comes a report from the 
State Department of Education that 
reveals last year twice as many high 
schools in Missouri were teaching 


driver training as were giving in- 
struction in physics. There were 
566 districts and only 150 were 
teaching physics. Chemistry was 
available in 213, foreign languages 
in only 88. 

On the other hand, driving train- 
ing was taught in 322 districts, short- 
hand in 444, bookkeeping in 481. 
From a safety viewpoint, driver 
training has been highly successful. 
Is it necessary, however, to use a 
valuable study period for this train- 
ing? At the risk of sounding like an

Great Signs Jazz 
Is Coming Back 


NEW YORK, April 28. 
THERE ARE GREAT SIGNS that jazz is coming back 
and television is helping. For those of us who have been 
driven crazy by rock 'n’ roll this is wonderful news. Next 
big jazz show on television will be the Timex show on 
Wednesday (9 p.m., St. 
Louis time on KMOX- 


TV) featuring among 
others Lionel Hampton 
who has been touring 


Europe with his band 
and who is full of ideas 
about why the young 
crowd took up with rock 
‘n’ roll in the first place. 

“Kids love music the 
way it’s sold to them and 
there’s lots of money in 
rock ‘n’ roll and behind 
rock ‘n’ roll,” he said. 
“It’s got the beat and 
they like that. The kids 
took to bebop but then 
cool jazz came along and 
they couldn’t get enough 
out of cool jaz. You 
move a muscle or tap 
your foot in cool jazz 
circles and you go into 
the penalty box. So the 
kids were all ready for rock 'n’ roll. They can get more 
‘out of their systems with it.” 

But Hampton thinks the younger generation is ready 
for “big band music,” as he calls his own jazz music, in 
a flash if it were presented and sold right. If the kids 
were told, for instance, to get together for Coke parties 
and dance to the next Timex show, he thinks they would. 
The important thing is the beat and big band music 
certainly has that. 

Another sign that jazz may be coming back is the 
growing demand for it in colleges. Hampton and his band 
play a lot of colleges — Harvard, Annapolis, Lafayette, 
William and Mary, to mention only a few—mostly for 
concerts but occasionally for dances. 


LIONEL HAMPTON ... HE 
SEES A CHANCE FOR "BIG 
BAND MUSIC.” 


IN EUROPE, where Hampton toured extensively for 
the last five years, “jazz is the biggest commodity you 
can sell right now—it draws the biggest crowds.” Overseas, 
jazz has no limitation as to age or financial status. Kids 
love it and are astoundingly good jazz dancers. Doctors 
and business men belong to hot clubs which make a 
thorough study of all forms of jazz and know its history 
and the history of all the musicians. 

Onassis, the Greek steamship man, and his crowd of 
international playboys and playgirls pay $100 just to sit 
down at a table and hear Hampton in St. Moritz. In fact, 
they follow him from town to fashionable town in Switzer- 
land. The gang, incidentally, includes dukes, princesses, 

counts, about 30 jazz buffs in the international set, and 
they are, according to Hampton, “very hip.” In other 
places, mothers come with babes in arms to the concerts. 

Tickets are not cheap. In Germany, they charged 30 
marks (almost $7) for a ticket. Europe, of course, is now 
producing its own jazz bands but it can’t seem to produce 
a really good jazz instrumentalist. “Sometimes you hear 
one and you say, “This boy's really got it,’ and then you 
realize he’s just imitating one of our own. The pianists 
come closest to being originals.” 


BACK HERE, in addition to the demand for big bands 
at colleges, small clubs in the Midwest are packing them 
in to hear the big bands of Count Basie, Duke Ellington 
and others. No doubt about it, there is a swing back to jazz 
and television is helping prodigiously. 

First of the TV jazz shows really to make an impact 
was the Seven Lively Arts “Sound of Jazz” which I still 
think was far and away the best (and I have no hesitation 
in saying so in spite of the fact that I was host on it. 
After all, it was the musicians who made it great). 

Next came the first Timex show which frankly I 
thought was pretty bad—talky, over-rehearsed, commercial 
and uninspired.

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Folk Singer Who Is a Teacher, Too 


Bill Bonyon Says It's the Songs, Not He, That Make Children Gather Round

WHEN BILL BONYON takes 
his place on the village green 
at Sturbridge Village, Mass., 
and strums a few tentative 
strains on his guitar, le 
gather round. Especially the 


_ children. It is the same, when 


he goes around New York or 
when he visits in St. Louis 
county, as he did last week. 
Bill Bonyon, folk singer, is 
minstrel, Pied Piper, and — 
keep this from the children— 
—s of an educator as 
well. 


“Aren't you smart, you're 
speaking Spanish,” he _ told 
Bristol and Clark school chil- 
dren in Webster Groves, after 
they'd sung about the “vaca” 
saying “moo” and the “pato” 
saying “quack-quack.” 

“Isn't this a wonderful way 
to learn history?” he asked en- 
thusiastic Girl Scouts at a con- 
cert at the First Congregation- 
al Church of Webster Groves, 
after they'd learned about the 
Homestead Act through “Starv- 
ing It Out On a Government 
Claim,” and about General 
Burgoyne’s defeat through 
“The Riflemen of Benning- 
ton.” 


This was bearded Bill Bon- 
yon’s first trip to St. Louis, a 
visit to friends Tom and Bar- 
bara Prendergast, who sum- 
mer at Sturbridge Village, but 
he didn’t stop singing during 
his entire visit. His appear- 
ances at schools, church sup- 
pers, Scout meetings, had 
scheduled limitations of time 
but somehow when Bill starts 
singing, time slips away and 
his audience stays. Bill likes 
to credit, not the singer, but 
the songs. 


“Why do folk songs live on 
while popular songs have only 
a brief appeal?” Bill asks his 
question and then answers it. 
“I think it’s because a popular 
song is something that some- 
one sat down and worked out 
in his mind. A folk song is 
something that grew by itself, 
through human experience, the 
things people laugh about and 
cry about.” 

Some of the folk songs start- 
ed out as work songs. “Ax is 
walkin’, chips are fallin,’” sang 
the woodsman, hopefully add- 
ing the refrain, “Lookee yon- 
der how the sun’s gone down.” 
“Take this hammer, give it to 
the captain, tell him I’ve done 
gone,” sang the chain gang 
prisoner. The cowboy sang 
and his songs kept rhythm to 
his horse’s gait, “The Streets 
of Laredo” for a canter, “Move 
Slow, Little Dogies,” to the 
night herding walk. 


Other folk songs were the 
news headlines of their day, 
as Bill proves with an old 
English tabloid story about a 
maiden who gets revenge on 
the villain and “The Ballad of 
Mary Hamiton,” which tells 
how Mary, Queer. of Scots put 
to death her prettiest attend- 
ant. Some editorialized. “A 
Frog, he would a-wooing go” 
is not just a nursery rhyme, 
but a pointed critique at the 
Frenchman who came wooing 
the first Queen Elizabeth.

Most of his door pounding 
was in the area of New York 
schools and he found an eager 
audience.

A Wrong Righted 


NEW YORK, April 28. 

I AM GLAD TO SEE that we decided to bring back 
from Finland William Heikkla, the man whom the immigra- 
tion authorities deported in a way which could only be de- 
scribed as a copy of the Stalinist methods in the Soviet 
Union. 


To take a man and deport him without allowing him 
to communicate with his family or even go home and get 
his belongings seems incredible, even though he may be 
here illegally and may have been a Communist, and it may 
finally be necessary to send him out of this country. 

He had been here some time, however, and it certainly 
seems that he should not be sent out of the country without 
a careful examination, for he cannot speak Finnish and he 
evidently is more of an American than a Finn at present. 


The President’s remarks to his press confer- 
ence on the subject of the recession will not make 
the jobless very happy. It is hard te think about 
the difficulties in other parts of the world when 
your own children are deprived of things they 
really need. 


To have food prices going up while jobs grow less is 
not a happy situation, yet the President seems oblivious to 
these difficulties and tries to turn our minds to the world 
emergency, Those of us whe are not acutely suffering will 
probably heed his words, but there is a growing number 
in our midst who cannot do so because the suffering is com- 
ing too close to their own homes. 


NOW I WANT TO TURN to something entirely dif- 
ferent. A bill was passed in the House recently which 
would authorize about $270,000,000 for annual aid to schools 
in the so-called Government impacted areas. About $140,- 
000,000 would go for operating expenses and $67,000,000 for 
the construction of schoolhouses. 

An effort was made to amend the bill to make it im- 
possible to give money to segregated schools. This was de- 
feated by a decisive vote in the House. 


I am glad that crowded areas are to have this 
help, but I am sorry, too, that this will give heart 
to the peopie who are trying to thwart the law of 
the land as interpreted by the Supreme Court.

AN UNHAPPY and strange- 
ly sluggish crew came to life 
aboard the tuna trawler as it 
began its second day of the 
homeward voyage. In his bunk 
winchman Sanjiro Masudo 
awoke feeling ill, and to his 
dismay he found he could not 
open his eyes. They were 
glued together by a thick yel- 
low discharge which had dried 
to a hard crust during the 
night. The winchman proceed- 
ed to crack the foreign sub- 
stance with his fingers and 
cautiously opened his eyes. He 
had been exhausted when he 
had crawled into his berth and 
he still felt very tired although 
he had slept a long time. It 
was still very warm inside the 
crowded forward crew space 
and he wore only a pair of 
shorts and a_ cotton shirt. 
Around his wrists he still re- 
tained a pair of inch-wide rub- 
ber bands which he used to 
snap over his gloves when fish- 
ing. 

The seamen were none too 
happy about heading back to 
Yaizu with such a poor catch 
but they were relieved that 
they had managed to leave 
the Bikini area without being 
detected by an American plane 
or ship. 

Chief Engineer Tadashi Ya- 
mamoto, who had been quite 
sick the day before, arose the 
day after the strange events 
and again had trouble with his 
eyes. He always made a habit 
of dropping down to the en- 
gine room to run a quick check 
on the meter readings, but this 
morning he found it difficult 
to see properly. Young Capt. 
Hisakidi Trutsui also com- 
plained of pain in his eyes and 
a crewmate managed to extract 
a small piéce of gritty material 
from one of them. “It’s that 
damned queer ash,” the skip- 
per exclaimed. 

Hearing the complaints of 
the crewmen, the fatherly 
Aikichi Kuboyama went the 
rounds asking the sailors how 
they felt. He discovered that 
two other men had been nau- 
seated, one of them the young- 
est man on board, Yuichi Ma- 
suda. The radio operator was 
very fond of young Yuichi and 
would talk with him in father- 
ly fashion for hours—the pre- 
rogative of an old sailor which 
Kuboyama exercised freely. In 
his check-up on the crew’s 
health, Kuboyama found that 
only one crewman, Shinzo Su- 
zuki, had been so sick that he 
could not stand duty. He 
looked in on the engineer and 
found him in his bunk resting 
fitfully. This was a strange 
malady, thought the radioman, 
as he climbed up to the radio 
room. He would have to read 
through some of his books and 
see what this meant. 

Takeji Hattori, the 37-year- 
old cook who had been signed 
on at the last minute, set about 
preparing breakfast that day, 
grateful that the sea was calm 
and he could cook rice and 
soup without sliding all over 
the galley. They had been 
through some rough weather 
on this trip and he would be 
glad to get back to port again. 
Hattori, known as Kock-cho 
(chief cook) to the crewmen, 
washed the rice in sea water 
and ran some fresh water in a 
pot for tea. Even though the 
water supply looked good for 
the rest of the voyage, it was 
best to conserve it in case of 
an emergency. Kock-cho had 
noticed that the crewmen had 
lost some of their appetite the 
day before, but most of them 


all right himself except for his 
scalp, which had begun to itch. 
The cook set about preparing 
one of the small fish caught 
the day before. 


As the Lucky Dragon 


churned its way across the 
Pacific, an event took place 
over 7000 miles away which 
was of supreme importance to 


miles under bad conditions and 
at best about twice that dis- 
tance. Daily radio contact was 
maintained with Japan. Thus 
the Lucky Dragon could have 
been warned by the boat owner 
had he known that his ship had 
been near a danger area. How- 
ever, there was no prior an- 
nouncement by the Atomic 
Energy Commission that a nu- 
clear test would be conducted 
on March 1, although it was 
known that there would be a 
spring series of tests. 

Both the skipper and the 
Fishing Master aboard the 
Licky Dragon knew about the 
danger area in the Marshall Is- 
lands. While the Japanese Mar- 
itime Safety Board had been 
informed of tests slated for 
1954, it is a long step from the 
Board’s office in Tokyo to the 
pilot house of every Japanese 
fishing boat. Neither Capt. 
Tsutsui nor Fishing Master 
Yoshio Misaki knew that Bikini 
Atol! was to be the scene of 
1954 nuclear tests. Although he 
had been warned by Kubo- 
yama, the Fishing Master as- 
sumed that he was not near the 
danger Zone. The Japanese 
tuna trawler had approached 
a point some 20 miles to the 
east of the easternmost danger 
limit of 300 miles away from 
Eniwetok Atoll. It was 85 miles 
east of the center of Bikini 
Atoll, which had been the site 
of two bomb tests in 1946. 
There had been no tests at Bi- 
kini since 1946; all Pacific tests 
were held at Eniwetok Atoll. 


By sunset on March 2, the 
Lucky Dragon had passed a 
point about 200 miles due 
north of Bikini Atoll, well out- 
side the danger area. Engineer 
Suzuki stayed in his bunk, too 
ill to help the: men clean the 
fishing gear and dry the ropes 
and line on the decks. Crew- 
men handling the ropes and 
fishing line noticed after a 
while that their hands burned. 

The strange ash which had 
fallen on the boat was still 
visible. It gathered in corners, 
on the rims of portholes, and a 
mantle of the whitish-gray ash 
had collected on the roof of the 
main cabin. “It sifted in be- 
tween the clusters of green 
buoys on the roof of the after 
crew compartment and stuck to 
the nets which enveloped them. 


The next day the crew began 
to complain of itchy skin, par- 
ticularly around the hands and 
neck. Those who had been 
handling the ropes and lines 
felt a burning sensation in the 
palms of their hands in addi- 
tion to the intense itching 


It was on March 3 that Fish- 
ing Master Misaki got a bowl 
from the galley and scraped up 
some of the ash. He told Ku- 
boyama that he felt there was 
something “wrong” about the 
ash, so he would keep some of 
it to be examined when they 
reached port. The radioman 
watched with interest as Mi- 
saki poured the contents of 
the bowl into a vinyl bag and 
placed it inside a tea can. Mi- 
saki then put the can in a 
drawer at the foot of his bed. 

Shiro Handa, one of the 
younger sailors aboard, was 
fascinated by the fall of white 
ash in mid-ocean and he too 
collected a sample of it. Talk- 
ing with Kuboyama the sailor 
said: “I have wrapped some 
ashes in paper.” The radioman 
nodded approvingly and ac- 
cepted the small packet with 
these words: “It looks like pure 
white coral from an atoll. Let's 
have the ash examined by 
someone when we enter the 
port of Yaizu, eh?” Thereupon 
Kuboyama went into his cabin 
and put the ash under his pil- 
low, where it stayed until they 
reached port, 


The muscular Yamamoto 
climbed up to the pilot house 
to chat with his friend Kubo- 
yama. When he looked in on 
the radioman, who was at 
his wireless set as usual, Ya- 
mamoto exclaimed 


: “Your 
face is so dark! How did 


you get so sunburned?” The 


bis worse; they could have 
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and looked into a mirror; 
sure enough, he was darker. 
This seemed odd to him, for 
they had all been out in the 
tropical sun for many days 
and were already tanned. 
Now they both looked mud- 
colored. Yamamoto also ob- 
served some small sores 
around his neck and on his 
fingers and he smeared them 
with penicillin ointment. 


After three days in bed, 
Shinzo Suzuki felt well enough 
to get up, although he too was 
irritated by an itching and 
burning sensation on parts of 
his skin. His appetite returned 
and he found he could eat rice 
again. Except for the intense 
itching around his eyes, Su- 
zuki felt fit for work again, so 
he joined his mates cleaning 
the fishing gear. 

Engineer Suzuki gave him- 
self a haircut, cropping his 
hair close to the scalp, and in 
the process he observed small 
sores which were tender and 
itched. Later, on duty in the 
engine room, he found that 
Yuichi Masuda, who had com- 
plained of so much eye trouble, 
also had a very tender scalp. 


About the time that Suzuki 
thought he had recovered, Ma- 
sao Ikeda became ill. His eyes 
exuded a thick, yellowish dis- 
charge. Ikeda had no head- 
ache’ but he did experience 
severe pains in his hands when 
he grabbed ropes and handled 
the fishing gear. Now the ash 
was visible all over the ship 
except where the waves 
splashed up and washed over 
the decks, or where the decks 
had been scrubbed. 

The ship was given a wash- 
down on March 4, but it was 
almost impossible to really 
scrub down the cluttered decks. 
Furthermore, there was no rea- 
son to worry about cleaning 
the roofs even if they could 
have been cleared of the hun- 
dreds of buoys and stacks of 
gear. It is quite clear that no 
one on board saw any reason 
for trying to get rid of the 
strange dust which had fallen 
from the sky. So it remained 
on board throughout the ship. 
Some of the dust stuck to the 
oiled hair of the fishermen, it 
clung to their garments, buried 
itself in their bunks and even 
coated their eating utensils. 
The engine-room crew kept 
coming on deck, complaining 
that they felt ill when below 
deck. 

Kuboyama was deeply dis- 
turbed by the strange events 
he had seen since March 1, and 
he was preoccupied with the 
men’s health. Kuboyama no 
longer doubted that they had 
encountered an atomic ex- 
plosion. He dug through his 
stack of books looking for one 
which he recalled described 
Hiroshima. Finally he found it 
and read it over; he even read 
parts of it to the crewmen. But 
there was no mention of any 
ash at Hiroshima. Since they 
had not felt any shock they 
should not have sustained in- 
jury from the bomb. It said 
in the book that people who 
had received atomic injury at 
Hiroshima had all been within 
a few kilometers of the center 
of the city. The Lucky Dragon 
had been at least 85 miles from 
the explosion on March 1, so 
they should have not been 
hurt. Still, it was strange that 
so many of the crew com- 
plained of feeling out of sorts. 
Kuboyama himself did not feel 
sick, although it was true that 
he looked darker, but then all 
the crewmen had taken on a 
kind of muddy look. 

The weather held fair, 
though quite warm, and on 
March 7 at dawn the Lucky 
Dragon passed 11 miles south 
of Marcus Island. The men 
were halfway home, and with 
luck they would be in port in 
another week. The men seemed 
to be in better spirits, although 


itchy faces and scalps. But all 
of the men had good appetites 


~ and were sleeping well. 


Things could have been 
picked up by the 
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ermen inclined to the belief 
that the ashes were in some 
way connected with the explo- 
sion. But the fact remained 
that no one knew for sure what 
the connection was. Masuda 
had told his cabinmates that a 
few days after the last throw- 
ing of the lines, the rubber 
bands which he always wore 
on his wrists had crumbled 
and fallen off. This seemed 
rather strange, but Masuda 
shrugged it aside as unimpor- 
tant. 

Misaki checked the barom- 
eter on March 8 and found 
that the pressure was fall- 
ing. It look as though they 
were in for another storm 
at sea. Two days later the 
deck crew washed the decks 
for the last time on the voy- 
age, completing the job after 
breakfast. .Then, on the after- 
noon of March 11, they re- 
ceived the news that there was 
a low-pressure area south of 
Kyushu, Japan’s most souther- 
ly home island, and it looked 
as if a storm was heading their 
way. The storm hit that night 
and the boat rode it out. They 
need not have bothered to 
wash the decks for they were 
pounded by high waves as the 
wind drove sheets of salt 
water against the ship. 


The storm passed and the 
little tuna boat continued on 
its course. Two more days and 
the boat would be in port if 
the weather did not kick up 
again. The boatswain, Masa- 
yoshi Kawashima, who shared 


quarters with the Fishing Mas- | 
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| 
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ter and the Captain, was hav- 
ing a “nonsense chat” with 
Radioman Kuboyama and Shiro 
Kuboyama, his nephew. By 
chance, the boatswain hap- 
pened to scratch the side of his 
head. Some hair fell away and 
Kawashima, puzzled, reached 
up and tugged at his head. A 
clump of black hair appeared 
in his hand. 


“Good heavens,” cried the 
boatswain, “my hair is falling 
out!” 

His companions were amused. 
The boatswain became such an 
object of horseplay that he 
went around holding his hands 
to his head for fear that a 
passing crewman would snatch 
for some of his hair. He ended 
up with his scalp denuded of 
hair from his left ear to the 
top of his head. But he soon 
found that others suffered from 
the same unusual complaint. 

Kuboyama was alarmed 
about his friend’s misfortune, 
and upon checking up he found 
that two engineers, Suzuki and 
Masuda, both were losing hair. 
This rang a bell in the radio- 
man’s mind. He had an aunt 
who had been at Hiroshima 


_ when the bomb was dropped, 
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and he remembered that loss 
of hair was one of the after- 


effects of “atomic bomb dis- 
ease.” It was then that Kubo- 
yama firmly recognized the 


possibility of a connection be- 
tween the crew's sickness and 
the ash which had fallen on 
March 1. In fact, he confided 
to a crewman that he thought 
the men had been hurt by 
radioactivity. But he knew 
little about these things and 
was not sure what the men 
should do. He talked things 
over with Misaki and they 
agreed that as soon as they got 
in port they would go directly 
to the Yaizu Hospital for con- 
sultation. 


While these events were 
taking place aboard the 
Lucky Dragon, the Atomic 
Energy Commission in Wash- 
ington announced that 264 
other persons had been 
exposed unexpectedly to 
radiation during the March 
1 test. 


The Lucky Dragon, 51 days 
at sea, was finally within sight 
of land. The men would soon 
discover the nature of their 
sickness, but no man had the 
faintest intimation of the up- 
roar which would break out.
